Act No CLXXVI of 2005
on animal health

Scope

81 This Act covers:

a) the animal health and hygiene conditions for: teeging, rearing, breeding, transport, distributislaughter
and killing of animals, including wild animals; thgroduction, storage, transport, distribution obdo(except for
products covered by Act No. XVIII of 2004 on vineoging and wine production) and products of aniovain; the
production, processing and disposal of animal mdpcts (hereinafter collectively referred to asétment of
animal by-products”), as well as their collectidaransport, distribution and use; the productiomrage, use,
transport and distribution of feed;

b) the requirements for the preservation and assessh#re health of animals, and for their curing;

¢) the placing on the market of veterinary produdts,groduction, testing in practice, distributiotorage and use
of veterinary medicinal products, and the manufi@etuof the active ingredient of veterinary medaiproducts;

d) the activities of animal health laboratories;

e) certain activities related to pathogens of aninisgases (hereinafter referred to as “pathogenst); a

f) the approval of the activities described in poia}sto e) in accordance with this Act, the veterinary, food
hygiene, food safety, feed hygiene and feed safetyrol thereof, and the epidemiological and hygierontrol of
infection mediating materials and means.

Definitions

§2 For the purposes of this Act

1. animal healthmeans the totality of the epidemiological, vetemjnanimal hygiene, reproduction biology and
feed hygiene tasks related to animal keeping, mgabreeding, slaughtering, killing, transport atistribution; the
epidemiological and hygiene tasks related to fomtipction, storage, transport and distribution; theks related to
the treatment, collection, storage, transportyitistion and use of animal by-products; the tagtated to zoonoses;
the tasks related to the production, placing on rttegket, distribution, storage and use of veteyinaedicinal
products and the tasks related to veterinary prtsgdaad the governance and organization of angritnésion of the
means for the above tasks, as well as the reseacthducation related to these tasks;

2. animal health laboratorymeans a laboratory diagnosing or excluding animigeades, carrying out
supplementary diagnostic assessments evidencinginfeetion or the absence thereof, evaluating vedey
medicinal products, performing toxicological assessts related to pathogens impairing animals’ heals well as
analytical, microbiological, radiological, food hgge, food safety, feed hygiene and feed safetgsassents, or
pursuing any of the above activities;

4. distribution of animalsneans the sale of animals in the framework of lassiractivities;

5. veterinary medicinal producheans any substance or combination of substansignée for the treatment or
prevention of animal diseases, and any substancerobination of substances that may be used fore$teration,
correction or modification of the physiological fitions of animals by triggering pharmacologicalpiomological
or metabolic effects, or for making a veterinargghiosis;

6. veterinary productgclude veterinary medicinal products, active imtieats of veterinary medicinal products,
veterinary biocide products, and healthy produasissing products and additives used in the vetgripeactice;

7. product of animal origimeans food of animal origin and products contaimragerial of animal origin;

8. veterinary clinioneans an animal hospital also serving the purpofgsduate and postgraduate training, and
veterinary research;

9. veterinary hospitameans an institution providing veterinary servioghere besides basic care, animals are
subjected to emergency (first aid type), specidlig@fectious and non-infectious) or special (intdrmedicine,



obstetrics/reproduction biology, surgery and sgeo&rumental or operative) assessments and tegatboth in an
in-patient and out-patient fashion;

10. veterinarianmeans an individual having a degree in veterinagdioine in accordance with separate
legislation;

11. veterinarian’s officeneans an institution providing veterinary servicelsere activities referred to in 81, point
b) are carried out;

12. veterinary activitiesnclude activities that can be carried out by indidals having a degree in veterinary
medicine, such as assessment of the health stdtimimals, preventive or curative intervention, enidg
pharmaceuticals for the animals, food hygiene assests, expert's activities and consultancy, assests and
control of dead animal bodies, products of animiin and other products pertaining to the fieldaofmal health,
as well as sending diagnostic samples, and theedetalministrative activities;

13. transport of animalsneans changing the location of animals by drivingnt on foot, by vehicle or by any
other means;

14. animal keepemeans a natural person, legal person or enterpitieut legal personality that is responsible
for the animals on a permanent or on a temporasigpiaacluding the periods of transport and disttidn;

15. importmeans importing goods from a country outside theofean Union (hereinafter referred to as “third
country”) and releasing them for free circulation;

16. domestic transponneans the transport of goods between a place ginoand a place of destination both
located in the territory of the Republic of Hungavighout the consignment ever leaving the territofyhe Republic
of Hungary during the transport;

17. internal market tradeneans the trade of goods between the Republic n§ihy and another Member State of
the European Union;

18. infection mediatomeans living organisms, or living or non-living rdal capable of mediating infectious
animal diseases;

19. infectious animal diseaseeans animal diseases induced by pathogens, arsfieined via infection mediators
or other means;

20.

21. epidemic animal diseaggeans an epidemic animal disease transmitted betar@eals;

22. epidemiologymeans measures that can be taken with a view tu, figcognize and eliminate pathogens
threatening both animals and humans and spreaglingfértion mediators or by other means, as wethasdiseases
caused by such pathogens, and the implementatismchf measures;

23. national chief veterinary officemeans the representative of the animal healthfaod control services
appointed by the Government.

24. emergency slaughtereans emergency bleeding of injured animals oradig animals threatened by the risk
of impending death with a view to prevent the anifram dropping or its meat from becoming unsuitalibr
consumption due to the aggravation of the disease;

25. exportmeans transporting goods from any Member StateeoEuropean Union to a third country;

26. microchipmeans an electronic identifier system (transpgnadich, upon implantation into the body of the
animal, is capable of individually identifying ars;

27. monitoringmeans conducting a planned sequence of observatiomgasurements with a view to obtaining
an overview of the state of compliance with feedomd law, animal health and animal welfare rules;

28. parasitosisneans health impairment caused by parasites;

29. reproduction biologyneans the practice and animal health conditiofmsedding healthy offspring;

30. zoonosisneans a disease or infection that may be naturalhsmitted between animals and humans directly
or indirectly;

31.

Rules of animal keeping

83 (1) Animals shall be kept at locations and in a nemraccording to separate legislation. In casenghal
keeping for the purpose of producing food of aniowgin, rearing sites, as specified in separajeslation, shall be
created and keeping and rearing methods shall piéedphat ensure the safeguarding of the healtanohals and
the suitability of the food of animal origin thegebbtained for direct human consumption or for feodduction.

(2) Animal keeping should not threaten human arichahhealth or damage the environment.

(3) The feed and water used for the feeding andenveg of animals should not threaten animal health-
indirectly — human health.



(4) Animals used for rearing or breeding shouldhealthy animals free from infectious or parasitisedses
transmissible by mating or artificial insemination.

(5) Under the conditions laid down in separatedigion, it shall be forbidden to use materialshvéstablished
hormone content or hormonal activity or other mateampairing human or animal health during anirkakping,
especially for the improvement of the animals’ meprction or production yield.

Sites subject to animal health control

84 (1) For the operation of collection stations codel® separate legislation, trading sites, feediaggwng
stations, resting stations, animal reloading pointterinarian’s offices, veterinary hospitals, eragtary clinics,
veterinary laboratories, animal health laboratogerated by parties other than the state and npeirfg food
hygiene and safety assessments, sites producidgofcanimal origin, cold stores, plants transpaytamd/or treating
animal by-products and plants producing feedsttiffs,approval of the competent animal health aitthehall be
required.

(2)

(3) In addition to the above, the approval of theéreal health authority shall be required in othases specified
by separate legislation.

Obligations of animal keepers and veterinarians

85 (1) Animal keepers shall be obliged to

a) ensure regular care and veterinary services far dmémals;

b) in case of keeping species and a number of anispadsified in separate legislation: maintain stoafiisters
and ensure veterinary services by a written agragmetify the veterinarian providing veterinaryngees for the
animals and the notary of the local municipalitgr@inafter referred to as the “notary”) of the spe@and number of
animals as well as of their rearing sites and gferanges to the above within five days; and, endhase of animals
required to be individually identified, ensure widual identification within the time specified bgeparate
legislation;

c¢) notify, without delay, the veterinarian of any dises or suspected diseases of their animals; nis&asdd
animals or those suspected of being diseased esdméand, in cases specified by the legislationrycaut the
veterinarian’s instructions for the treatment af #nimal (stock) and for the prevention of disdesgsmission;

d) tolerate the examination, treatment, vaccinatiemaval, slaughtering or killing of their animalsragjuired by
the animal health authority for epidemiological loygiene reasons, ensure personnel to assist tlegingian
carrying out such tasks, and collaborate in accor@avith the damage mitigation obligations;

e) notify the veterinarian of the death of animals afrtheir emergency slaughter without a veterindsian
participation, and present the dead animal bodieexXamination;

f) in cases specified by separate legislation, makggbltered animals examined by the veterinarian;

g) ensure the removal and disposal of animal by-prsdygarticularly dead animal bodies in compliandéhw
separate legislation;

h) notify the animal health authority — at their resfue on the disposal of animal by-products in coamae with
separate legislation;

i) ensure the animal health examination of their alinmaaccordance with separate legislation.

(2) The obligations described in paragraphd)gpply to

a) individuals or leaders of organizations entitledtmting, fishing and animal rearing and breedary], those:

b) managing the animal farm (plant) on behalf of theer;

C) supervising the animal,

d) taking care of, nursing, feeding and safeguardieganimal;

e)accompanying the animal during transport.

(3) During the transport of animals to slaughtedesuor to emergency slaughter, or during the tehspf
animals, products of animal origin or food of animégin for the purpose of selling them, animakgers shall
properly notify the competent veterinarian on thewnstances influencing the distribution, partisly on the
health status, treatment and feeding of the animals

(4) The natification and reporting obligations sffied in paragraph (1x) and (1) e) apply to leaders of
institutions performing veterinary examinations atneatment, as well as to any individuals dealinighvthe



treatment of animals, artificial insemination, egitransplantation, transport of animals, tradeammals, meat
inspection, the sale, processing or disposal afgéitered, killed or dead animals, or the produtisioed from
them, or those collaborating in any of the aboueviies.

86 (1) For the veterinary services, animal keepers finegly select any of the private veterinarians ihgv
appropriate authorization.

(2) The veterinarian shall provide full informatiém animal keepers on the rearing, feeding andttheshtus of
the animals, on the measures to be taken, andecexfiected financial and legal impact thereof.

(3) The veterinarian shall provide first aid seeddn a manner reasonably expectable from him&ret,inform
animal keepers on the possibility or obligationagking for further veterinary services. In caseswadpicion of the
presence of animal diseases that are subject twtirgp obligations (hereinafter referred to as ffiable animal
diseases”), the veterinarian shall notify the cotape animal health authority at the same as progidihe
emergency care expectable from him/her in the gsiteration.

Outbreak control measures

§7 (1)

(2) Notifiable animal diseases are listed in thexéxhereto.

(3) In case a disease becomes classified as fdgifianimal disease in the European Union, the teinis
responsible for animal health affairs (hereinafeferred to as “the Minister”) shall provide foretlobligation of
notification in a separate legislation. For the lyegiscovered infectious animal diseases represgraiserious risk
to the livestock in the country and inhibiting imtational trade or also threatening humans, theéstéinmay provide
for an obligation of notification for a fixed pedo

(4) In order to prevent, diagnose and inhibit theeading of notifiable animal diseases and to reciraemediate
the associated damage, and to the extent requiratiebnature and prevalence of the disease, thmahriealth
authority may provide for the following outbreakntm| measures:

a) isolation,

b) observation quarantine (authority observation),

C) circulation restrictions,

d) local quarantine,

e)village quarantine (protection zone),

f) establishing a protection area (observation zone),

g) ban on the handling of passports according to §15,

h) ban on insemination,

i) diagnostic tests and killing for such purposes,

j) vaccination,

k) treatment,

I) isolated or closed slaughtering,

m) killing the animals (making them killed),

n) sequestration and disposal of infection mediatiragemials, means and objects, food, feed, animadrbgucts
and products of animal origin,

0) disinfection,

p) using lands, vehicles, buildings, utensils and neteto the extent and for the period requiredvérd off the
danger, and against ulterior compensation in pitiggoto the extent of restrictions,

q) in order to efficiently implement the outbreak aohtmeasures, obliging businesses (e.g., slaughisgs,
plants treating animal by-products) to collabotatéhe extent and for the period required to wdfdhe danger, and
against ulterior compensation in proportion toexeent of collaboration.

88 (1) More than one outbreak control measures mataken simultaneously. The ordaining decision sball
enforced immediately without having regard to afmea

(2) At the same time, the notary of the local mipdtty, including the notary general in the casdhe capital
city, shall be informed of the outbreak control sw@w&s taken from those listed in poiajgo g) of §7 (4) above.

(3) During outbreaks of infectious animal diseasgéh a potential of major economic damage or irtimilgi
international trade — provided that it is justifieg the outstanding risk of an infectious animakedise — the Minister
may prohibit the transportation of live animalspgucts of animal origin, feedstuffs, as well aseotoods capable
of transmitting epidemic animal diseases from Huypga other countries, and may take measures nagess
prevent the further spreading of the disease efitoinate it.



(4) During major epidemic dangers, the police skallaborate in warding off the danger in accorgamgth
separate legislation.

89 (1) In case of suspicion of the presence of anezpid animal disease, the private veterinarian shailorder
to ward off the epidemic danger — take the requaetibns in a manner reasonably expectable fromheinin the
given situation and inform the organization entitte take further measures without delay.

(2) In case of a notifiable animal disease or thepiion thereof, the private veterinarian shaltifgothe
competent animal health authority without delayd ahall carry out the epidemiological tasks andtfadise tasks
that are necessary to prevent and eliminate thereak that are delegated to his/her scope and ployvénis Act,
and shall provide animal keepers with the necedgatsuctions.

(3) In case of an epidemic danger, private vetedna may be requested by the animal health atyhtricarry
out public work on the basis of an agreement adogrtb 830 (1)i), and against wage and cost reimbursement.
Private veterinarians shall be obliged to meet secdfests, during the execution of which they shaltonsidered
to discharge public functions.

(4) During providing emergency care, the veteriaarimay officially recommend the emergency slaugbfer
injured, diseased or non-transportable animals.

810 (1) In case of taking any of the outbreak contrelasures listed in pointsto q) of 87 (4) above — with the
exception specified in paragraph (4) —, compensdtimm the government shall be available to:

a) owners of animals found dead or killed, or of mialsr utensils and objects destroyed because obéiye
animal diseases listed in the Annex hereto;

b) owners (users) of lands, vehicles, buildings, eqeipt, utensils and materials defined in pghtof 8§87 (4)
above;

¢) businesses defined in poimtof §7 (4) above;

(2) The financial framework required for the purpasf such compensations and for the disposal ohanby-
products shall be planned and ensured annuallyercéntral budget, under a separate subtitle ichhgter for the
Ministry headed by the Minister.

(3) The amount of compensation shall be the comialevalue of the animal, material, utensil or objexr shall
be proportionate to the damage caused by the itguoi®r collaboration (excluding loss of profiffhe detailed
rules of the associated damage survey and paymenaid down in separate legislation. The methoghafment
shall be defined in the ordaining decision.

(4) No compensation shall be available:

a) for animals imported despite the prohibition oaimillegal manner, or for the materials, utensibbjects used
in connection with the keeping of such animals;

b) in case the animal keeper fails to report the simpiof the disease or to fulfil the relevant ohtigns;

¢) in case of animals obtained by ownership transfiek the owner was aware of the diseases or infectioa
animal had at the time of such transfer;

d) in case the outbreak control measures were takezsak of other misconduct of the animal keeper;

e) for wild game, except for wild livestock and praest animals captured on the basis of an authosizatind
kept or reared in closed areas (wild animal panksl animal gardens, free flight facilities for bg) for more than
six months;

f) for manure or bedding;

g) for animals kept, or for animals or products tramsgd or distributed without compliance with theiraal
health legislation.

Treatment of animal by-products

811 (1) Animal by-products must be processed or disp@seording to separate legislation.

(2) With the exceptions described in paragraph t{8),transport, processing and disposal of animarbducts
shall be the responsibility of the owner or, inedkse owner is unknown or absconds, of the munlitypwith
jurisdiction at the location of the animal by-prathu

(3) The disposal of animal by-products generateihdiuthe prevention, exploration and eliminatiorttod animal
diseases listed in the Annex hereto shall be thporsibility of the government, and animal healitharity shall
take the measures required for their implementation

§12 (1) Animal by-products shall be treated or tranggionly by those having an authorization for sactivity
(hereinafter referred to as “operator”). Besidessthcovered by separate legislation, the conditidrissuing such
authorization include:

a) compliance with the animal health, public healtd anvironmental regulations;

(3) The transport of animal by-products shall btharized by the animal health authority.

8§13 (1) When outbreak control measures are taken, ihmad health authority shall contract an operatdha
technology and capacity suitable for the dispos#t® animal by-products.

(2) In case the operator fails to comply with thmelipninary commitment, the animal health authoshall repeal
the authorization of operation and — in case ofridmution by special authorities — shall notify thgecial authorities
involved in the authorization. When an authorizatad operation is repealed, in the case of indigldhperators, it
shall also notify the authority issuing the privaetrepreneur’s authorization for such activitieishva view to
repealing this authorization; in other cases, &llsalso notify the county court providing legalpsuvision, as the
registry court, with a view to canceling theseatiés.

814 (1) With the exceptions described in paragraph i), cost of the processing and disposal of anbyal
products shall be borne by the owner of such anbygbroducts, or, in case the owner is unknownthegylocal
municipality. If becomes known, the owner shalhteurse the municipality for such costs.

(2) The cost of disposal ordained as an outbreak@lomeasure by the animal health authority shalborne by
the government.

Passports

815 (1) In cases specified by the legislation, animedpers shall apply for passports or equivalent hecis
covered by separate legislation (hereinafter ctitlely referred to as “passport”) and make themdteah, for horses,
donkeys, mules, bovine animals, buffaloes, swiheep and goats, as well as for cloven-hoofed wédhe as a
proof of their merchantability in terms of animaiatth.

(2) Before issuing a passport, the animal shoulgdrenanently identified in accordance with the alitmealth
and zootechnical regulations.

(3) The handling of passports is subject to payirige specified by separate legislation.

(4) Animal keepers shall pay the passport handiegn cash to the passport handling organizafibe. fees paid
are considered as the passport handling organigsitiovn revenue.

(5) Pets may be labeled by microchips having ahaigation for placing on the market. The labelingy be
carried out by veterinarians.

Transport and distribution of animals and products of animal origin

816 (1) Animals shall be gathered and transported witlibreatening their health and in accordance with
legislation.

(2) During transport, animals and products of ahiorégin shall be accompanied by documents spetibig
separate legislation.

(3) Animal fairs, animal exhibitions, animal comiiens and animal shows, including side-show wittinzals,
shall be held at locations and times approved byntitary.

(4) Those engaged in animal distribution shall nrsma registry of the animals distributed by theine, contents
of which is specified by separate legislation, bpegsent it at the request of the competent aitth@nd shall apply
for registration with the animal health authorityaccordance with separate legislation.

(5) Animals from foreign livestock or from otheruwmries shall be isolated (quarantined) accordingeparate
legislation, also taking into consideration theyisions of §18.

§17 (1) During internal market trade in or imports afiraals or products of animal origin, the animal Itiea
authority shall carry out the controls specifieddeparate legislation.

(2) The customs authority’s approval of importsaofmals or products of animal origin — pursuanséparate
legislation — shall be subject to the animal healithority having carried out the animal healthtoals ordained by
the customs authority and to the favorable reshéiseof (evidenced by an animal health certificate)

8§18 In order to prevent animals or products of animagio that fail to meet the Hungarian animal health
requirements from entering the territory of Hungaryor animal species and products of animal origih fully



covered by Community legislation (hereinafter reddrto as “non-harmonized animal species and ptedoft
animal origin”) —, the Minister shall individuallyefine:

a) the animal health and hygiene conditions of trartsgion to Hungary — as the Member State of destina-
from another Member State of the European Union;

b) the animal health and hygiene conditions of trartspion to Hungary — as the Member State of detitina-
from a third country.

Veterinary medicinal products

819 (1) An authorization shall be required for the protibn and non-laboratory testing in Hungary ofevietary
medicinal products; the imports, placing on the kagrdistribution and use of such medicinal producexcept for
those specified by separate legislation — shaluigect to a registration procedure in Hungary simall require an
authorization for placing on the market or an atitation for distribution. The production of actiwegredients of
veterinary medicinal products shall also requireathorization.

(2) Veterinary medicinal products containing gecaty modified organisms shall be produced, testegorted,
placed on the market, distributed and used in a@ecae with separate legislation.

(3) The conditions of domestic registering, prodggiimporting, non-laboratory testing, placing te tmarket,
distribution and use of veterinary medicinal pragiare laid down in separate legislation.

(4) Pursuant to separate legislation, the vetdenashall be entitled to order registered medicpraducts and
materials included in the Pharmacopoeia in force.

(5) The rules of authorizing the distribution oternary medicinal products are laid down in sefmlegislation.

§20 (1) The animal health authority shall carry outtcols at Hungarian manufacturers, distributors asers of
registered veterinary medicinal products, at thacel of first storage in Hungary in case of impogad at
manufacturers of active ingredients of registeregnmary medicinal products.

(2) In the framework of the procedure of the corapetanimal health authority, samples may be takea 6f
charge. The holder of the medicinal product mayestithe taking of counter samples.

Tasks of the authority related to confiscated or sequestered animals

the animal health authority shall have the rightréguire rearing sites on the basis of contract agdinst
compensation, with the costs being borne by theeowhsuch animals.

(2) With the exception of dangerous animals, ansmadder nature conservation protection and anic@lered
by international nature conservation conventiolns,animal health authority may hand over sequeatteménals to a
non-governmental animal protection organizatiothaut paying compensation.

(3) Upon sequestration, the animal health autharigy hand over dangerous animals, animals underenat
conservation protection and animals covered byriatgonal nature conservation conventions to a @ooature
conservation authority, without paying compensation

Multiannual national control plan

§23 (1) The multiannual national control plan (heretaafeferred to as "the Plan”), which is part of thtegrated
multiannual national control plan and is coveredsbparate legislation, shall contain the controcpdure scheme
of the animal health authority in the field of epliology, food hygiene, animal protection and agrds veterinary
products and feedstuffs.

(2) Using the principles of quality assurance, flan shall be based on risk identification, analyand
management.

(3) The preparation, organization of implementaton governance of the Plan shall be the respdingibi the
animal health authority.

§24 The implementation of the Plan shall be auditedabyAuditing Body established by the Minister and
supervised by the national chief veterinary officBhe members of the Auditing Body shall be appnby the
Minister and shall include the representativedefanimal health authority.

§25 (1) The animal health tasks shall be carried out by



a) the Minister;

b) the animal health authority,

c) the approved veterinarian;

d) the animal health laboratory of the state;

j) the Hungarian Chamber of Veterinarians (hereinaéfarred to as "the Chamber”), and

f) private veterinarians.

Measures taken by the animal health authority
